The seriously injured were sent 
honte or taken to near-by houses. As 
the silent forms of those who had 
been suffocated or crushed were dis- 
entangled, the victims, many of them 
women and smal! children, were piled 
on the sidewalk. ; 

Coroner James T. Hoffman has be- 
gun a rigid investigation. Measure- 
ments made by the Coroner's jury 
showed the stairway leading to the 
main floor of the operahouse to be 
only six and a half feet wide, while 
the doorway at the bottom is not 
more than eight feet high. 

It is customary for the manage- 
ment of the theater to give two or 
three performances each evening, and 
Saturday the moving picture machine 
operator was about to complete the 
first session when a film parted.
